Sccrc'tarv Kissinger : I am on good personal terms with him. I will see 
him later this week. He is riinning for President [which is why he is 
critical of me in public]. One good way to get your name into the paper 
is to raise my name. 

Ambassador Huang : Has the Senator decided to run for President? 

Secretary Kissinger : Not formally. But seriously, he is a friend of mine. 
On general pol: y direction I agree with him. Sometimes his tactics 
are rather crude, however. He lacks a certain measure of subtlety. 
In terms of objectives I agree with him. I don't disagree with his 
orientation to the Soviets, I just approach them in a more complicated 
way -- but to achieve the same objectives. On that issue we're in 
complete agreement. His tactics arc more those of frontal attack; mine 
are more complicated.

Ambassador Huang: Of late we have been reading press reports by the 
former Chief of the Joint Chiefs, and by Mr, NitKc, criticizing you. 

Secretary Kigsingeri Zumwalt. When I read them I get scared myself! 
We don't have the practice in our country of sending our military leaders 
off to the provinces. [Laughter] This is just nonsense. Every time 
we get in a difficult situation [Mr, Chi translates this as "crisis 
situation"] we put our navy forward and dare them to take us on. But 
each time they do not dare to do so. 

Ambassador Huang : -That is a good thing. 

Secretary Kissinger ; These [press] statements are really nonsense. 
They coxint the number of ships, but don't count the relative fire power 
on them. So I would pay no attention to them, Wc certainly didn't act 
as if we were scared last year in the Middle East crisis. [Ambassador 
Huang i nterjects: I understand, ] We will continue to act exactly the 
same way. 

About the return of Ambassador Bruce: He is a good friend of mine. 
X like to get his advice on the general international situation. His 
return is not related to U. S. - PRC relations. 



Ambagsador Huang : This is quite a normal situation for a vacation, 
for discussions. I just told Mr, Lord that our Deputy Chief, Han Hsu, 
is going back in a few days. [ Secretary Kissinger interjects: You 
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haven't been back in awhile. ] But as you said, Ambassador Bruce can 
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come back twice. I haven't been back once this year. 
Secretary Kissinger: You were giving me a complex. Each time I saw 



Other Matters: Last time I mendoned Korea. In Indochina, we want to 
keep the situation as quiet as possible. In Laos, with the Premier sick 



Ambassador ftuang: Regarding Korca,^ we have received no reply as 
yet. Concerning Laos, we also were happy about the establishment of 
the coalition government. V * hope it can continue. I also understand 
thiit Prince Souvanna^s ill, but I hear from the Laotian Ambassador 
here that ho in improvinp, I was a friend of the Ambasnador in Paris. 
His [Souvanna's] illness came on suddenly. He [the Laotia-n Ambassador] 
in coming to my rciiidcncc /loon. [At this point AnibatiHador Huang makcn 
a move to depart. ] 

Mr. Cbi [to the .Sccrctaryl: The Ambassador looks forward to meeting 
you at his residence [when he holds his party for you]. 

Secretary Kissinger: We will give you another date -- after August 1 
as the first date was inconvenient. 

Ambaftsador fhiang: Mrs. JCicsingcr should bring her friends.
